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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Examiner acknowledges Applicant's response filed 26 March 2008 containing 
amendments to the claims and remarks. 

2. Claims 1, 3-14, 17-20, 26-31, 33-37, and 40-46 are pending. 

3. Examiner acknowledges that Applicant's arguments are sufficient to overcome 
the previous rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

4. The previous rejections of claims 1, 3-14, 17-20, 26-31, 33-37, and 40-46 under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) and/or 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are withdrawn in view of Applicant's 
amendments to the claims. Consequently, claims 1, 3-14, 17-20, 26-31, 33-37, and 40- 
46 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 3-14, 17-20, 26-31, 33-37, and 40-46 are allowed. 

6. The following is Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to Applicant's independent claims 1 and 26 (from which all other 
claims depend), neither Jorgensen (US 4,509,326) nor Haddad (US 5,043,517) 
discloses or suggests a process for recovering heat from a high temperature effluent 
stream from a catalyst regenerator, wherein the process comprises in part: producing a 
"partially cooled effluent stream [having] a temperature not greater than about 262°C" 
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and a "further cooled effluent stream [having] a temperature not greater than about 
127°C." 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
